Illinois Power Company on 
Tuesday announced — en- 
vironmental studies will begin 
immediately with an eye to 
expanding ‘the present’ Ver- 
milion Power Station west of 
Danville. 

The first unit to be added will 
be in the range of 550,000- 
kilowatt capacity. 

Its operational _— date, 
sometime in the 1980s, was left 
open. It will, under current 
plans, be coal-fired. 

Vermilion Power Station, 
with two coal-burning units, 
now has a capability of 182,000 
kilowatts of generation, plus a 
13,000-kilowatt gas turbine unit 
used for peaking and startup 
purposes. 

With some small exceptions, 
land for the planned expansion 
was acquired by Illinois Power. 
at the time the land for the 
present plant was purchased in 
the 1950s. 

It was determined then that 
the total land purchased, with 
accompanying water rights, 
would support an additional 
1,200,000 kilowatts of 
generation. 

‘The new unit will use cooling 
towers, as do the two now in 
operation, Makeup water for 
the cooling towers will be drawn 
from a 125-acre-surface 
makeup pond to be built off the 
Middle Fork of the Vermilion 
River. It will augment the 
present makeup reservoir used 
by the two units now in 
operation. 

The best available techniques 
to handle exhaust gas from the 
plant stacks will be employed at 
the plant. It is considered likely 
that the new unit will burn 
Tllinois-mined coal. 

The new Vermilion unit is in

citywide cleanup campaign in 
alleys and yards. 

At the time of the an- 
nouncement, however, it was 
noted that the city’s ordinance 
provided controls only for the 
riddance of ‘‘garbage” and did 
not include trash and debris as 
controllable items. 

During the discussion of 
Bailey’s request for an or- 
dinance establishing two 
regular cleanup periods each 
year, using city equipment for 
pickups, the council members 
heard a talk by Jake Varadian 
of Lincoln Place concerning 

plans for the annual neigh- 
borhood “cleanup program in 
that area 

The aldermen voted to permit 
the use of street department 
trucks in that cleanup plan, 
providing that the neighborhood 
residents obtain insurance 
coverage for the day or two on 
which the Lincoln Place 
cleanup will be conducted. 

The new ordinance states that 
“the term garbage or debris is 
defined to mean any condition 
or use of premises or of building 
exteriors which is detrimental 
to the property of others or 
which causes or tends to cause 
substantial diminution in the 
value of other property in the 
neighborhood in which such 
property: is located, 

“This includes, but is not 
limited to, keeping or the 
depositing on, or the scattering 
over the premises of any of the 
follwoing: lumber, junk, trash, 
or debris, abandoned, discarded 
or unused objects or equipment 
such as automobiles, furniture, 
stoves, refrigerators, freezers, 
cans or containers." 

‘The ordinance also provides 
that “No person in charge of or 
in control of premises, whether 
as owner, lessee, tenant, oc- 
cupant or otherwise shall allow 
any partially dismantled, 
wrecked, junked, discarded or 
otherwise nonoperating motor 
vehicle to remian on such 
property longer than ten: days; 
and no person shall leave any 
such vehicle on any property 
within the city for a longer time 
than ten day: 

The law notes, however, that 
this section all not apply 
with regard to any vehicle in an 
enclosed building or, so located 
upon the premises as not to be 
readily visible from any public 
placé or from any surrounding 
private property.” 

It also does not apply to 
vehicles on the premises of and 
operated in connection with a 
business enterprise, according 
to the ordinance, 

The bill provides a fine of not 
less than $25 nor more than $250 
for each violation. 

Bailey ran into some op- 
position in his proposal for a 
twice yearly cleanup, par- 
ticularly after he first 
suggested that the street 
department manpower be used 
in the cleanup program. 

“How do we know the street 

department has the manpower 
to do this?,’’ Alderman Gerald 
Parmley asked.

Lionel Portell, __ street 
superintendent, remarked that 
his department “‘has been doing 
almost the same thing every 
year.”

“The fiscal year 1979 
program, combined with the 
work already under way, will 
provide a total road im- 
provement program of more 
than $1.5 billion and will 
generate more than 78,000 
construction-related jobs over 
the live of the projects,” the 
governor said yesterday. 

“Nearly 1,300 miles of rough 
or narrow highways and roads 
will be widened or resurfaced, 
and 570 bridges will be repaired 
or replaced through the com- 
bined programs. 

‘The fiscal 1979 program also 
will provide for completion of 
all the remaining inter-city 
links in the state’s Interstate 
highway system.” 

From the current fiscal year 
and prior years’ programs, a 
total of $885 million in work is 
expected to be in progress by 
July 1 of this year. 

The proposed $675.7 million 
road program for fiscal 1979 is 
composed of $450 million in 
federal funds, $182.2 million in 
state funds and $43.5 million in 
local or other agency funds. 

The $450 million in federal 
funds represents a 27 percent 
increase over federal funds 
obtained during fiscal year 1978 
and an 83 percent increase over 
the federal funds received in 
fiscal year 1977. 

“For years, Illinois con- 
tributed more in federal 
gasoline taxes than it received. 

“Through aggressive lob- 
bying efforts, we have turned 
that around from 91 cents to 
$1.25 Illinois gets back for every 
dollar contributed in federal 
highway taxes. 

“This increase, coupled with 
the increased bond 
authorization approved by the 
legislature last year — and the 
agreement on the use of 
Crosstown Expressway funds — 
allowed us to triple the size of 
our fiscal year 1979 road 
program,” Thompson said. 

The fiscal 1979 im- 
provement program, which 
begins July 1, will provide for 
the widening or resurfacing, 

rebuilding or construction of 

596 miles of roads statewide. 

Illinois’ 1,740 miles of 

Interstate highways, the third 

largest state system in the 

nation, will be 98 percent 
complete or under contract by 

the end of fiscal 1979. 

A total of $190 million in work 
will be undertaken on the 
Interstate highway netowrk, 
with major work on Interstate 
270; Interstate 474, the Peoria 
south bypass; and final con- 
tracts on Interstate 55 in the 
Dwight area 

Major emphasis will continue 
on the north-south freeway from 
Rockford to Decatur and on the 
central Illinois expressway 
from Quincy to Jacksonville. 

A total of $34.4 million has 
been programmed for freeway 
work in fiscal 1979. Construction 
will be continued on the 
Galesburg to Monmouth bypass 
(FAP 404); the North Peoria 
bypass (FAP 405), and the U.S. 
50 freeway around Lebanon 
(FAP 409). 

Engineering and land 
acquisition work will be con- 
tinued on other routes. 

Highlights of the 
program are: 

—New construction and 
improvement of 40 miles of 
Interstate highways and 30 
bridges and overpasses on the 
Interstate system 

—Grading an 
work on 11 miles of sup 
plemental freeways, with 
construction of 12 bridges or 
overpasses. 

—Improvement and con- 
struction of 556 miles of non- 
interstate highways. This in- 
cludes the widening and 
resurfacing of 313 miles of rural 
roads. 

—Replacement and 
rehabilitation of 333 bridges on. 
all highways, excluding the 
interstate and freeway systems. 

—Safety improvements 
throughout the state. Correction

action was deferred to’ deter- 
mine more definitely the areas 
in which parking of tractor- 
trailer units would be per- 
mitted. * 

As drafted, the bill prohibits 
parking of trailer units on city 
streets, except those in M-1 and 
M-2 (light and heavy industrial) 
districts established under the 
city’s zoning law. 

William Scheider, acting as 
spokesman for the delegation, 
protested that many drivers 
and owners of tractor-trailer 
units own their rigs and take 
them home at night not only as & 
means of transportation, but ta 
protect them as well. Scheider 
said the drivers and owners are 
responsible for cargoes, and 
that such cargoes can be 
pilfered if trucks are parked in 
out-of-the-way places. 

“If you ban these trucks what 
about trucks that are used for 
sales?,’’ Scheider asked. ‘I 
think you are stepping on 
business. These trucks are 
these men's business.” . 

Alderman Lloyd Bailey of the 
Fifth Ward said he believed 
parking of trailer units on the 
streets caused damage to the 
roadways. : 

“I remember one instance ot 
Roosevelt Avenue when a 
driver parked his trailer, 
disconnected the cab and let the 
trailer down on its legs. That 
caused holes in the streets and a 
lot of damage,” Bailey said. 

Alderman Glen Sprankle of 
the Fourth Ward remarked to 
Bailey, “How would you like to 
drive a truck every day for a 
living. This is these men’s 
business and I don't favor this 
ordinance.” 

Scheider explained that he 
and the other truck operators 
did not favor the ban on parking 
tractor-trailer units on the. 
streets, 

City Attorney Lance Callis 
explained that the ordinance 
does not ban parking of the 
tractor units on the streets, and 
that anyone with private 
property’ on which they can 
park the trailer unit has a right 
to do so, 

Mayor Paul Schuler noted 
that action should be taken on 
the ordinance in Tuesday 
night's meeting, although 
Alderman Charles Douglas, 
who deferred final action on the 
bill a week ago, suggested that 
perhaps the aldermen should 
defer it again and “take another 
look at it.’* 

Scheider, however, informed 
the council that the fact that the 
ordinance bans only the parking 
of trailer units, and not the 
tractors, had satisified the 
delegation and that the group 
had no further objection to the 
bill. 

The ordinance was approved 
unanimously on a roll call vote. 

In a related action, the 
council then enacted an or- 


dinance which also bans the ~ 


parking of trailer units on three 
specific streets, parts of which 
are in M-1 and M-2 industrial 
areas. 

The areas affected by that 
ordinance include: 

Either side of 21st Street from 
Route 203 to Lee Avenue; either 
side of Monroe Avenue from 
21st to 23rd streets, and either 
side of 23rd street from 
Nameoki Road to Lee Avenue. 

Alderman Douglas noted that 
on these particular street 
sections, one side of the streets 
areinan M-1 or M-2 district, but 
the opposite sides are in 
residential districts, 

Therefore it was necessary to 
include dill of the street sections 
in a no-parking area, it was 
noted.

A new 1978-79 budget of 
$217,021 has been posted for 
public inspection by Venice 
Township, including projected 
operating expenses of $112,071 
in the town fund.

The new town fund ap- 
propriation includes $70,740 in 
salaries, compared with $61,360 
a year ago, The administrative 
salary items include $5,040 in 
salary for the township 
supervisor, $6,000 for the town 
clerk, $10,500 as salary for the 
town assessor and $5,000 for the 
town collector. 

Other salary items are $6,000 
for the township highway 
commissioner, $6,000 in fees for 
the township trustees, $7,000 for 
the supervisor of general 
assistance, $1,000 for the 
treasurer of the road district, 
$200 for the health officer and 
$24,000 for additional personnel. 

The budget includes $16,500 
for hospital insurance, $2,000 for 
general insurance.and $1,350 for 
telephone, 

Other projected expenditures 
in the town fund budget are 
$3,200 for utilities, $460 for 
alarm system fees, $2,700 for 
travel expenses, $1,000 for 
janitor services, $3,900 in legal 
expenses, $4,000 for official 
bond premium, $2,400 for office 
supplies, $3,000 for convention 
expenses and $300 for 
miscellaneous expenses. 

The general assistance fund 
budget sets up $14,900 for 
salaries exclusive of elected 
officials which is included in a 
general administration ap- 
propriation of $17,380, 

For home relief purposes the 
budget includes $12,000 for 
medical care, $650 for telephone 
and $2,500 for utilities. 

A total of $27,000 is budgeted 
for food orders, $4,500 for rental 
payments and $500 burial ex- 
pense, 

Other items include $7,000 for 
hospital payments, $1,000 for 
convalescent homes and $500 
for ambulance service. 


Bakalis cites 
state revenue 
improvement 


Illinois Comptroller Michael 
J. Bakalis reports that the 
state's fiscal condition has 
continued to improve in spite of 
recent extreme weather con- 
ditions, the extended.coal strike 
and “‘poor state preformance in 
acquisition of federal funds.” 

Bakalis said, ‘‘The combined 
funds available balance — the 
most consistent indicator of the 
state's ‘bill-paying’ ability — is 
$85 million above the balance at 
the beginning of the fiscal year 
and $55 million above the year 
earlier level. 

“These increases have been 

- brought about by the $51 million 
general funds surplus ex- 
perienced during the first eight 
months of the current fiscal 
year, plus larger reserves in 
other funds which could be 
transferred into the general 
funds. 

“This represents a dramatic 
fiscal turn-about when com- 
pared to last year’s $39 million 
deficit for the same period, and 
the $244 million deficit for the 
same period two years ago.” 

Winter weather and the coal 
strike resulted in lower national 
industrial production, a 
slowdown in new factory orders 
for equipment, reduced retail 
sales and lower housing starts 
But reyenues from state 
sources continued to expand 
much more rapidly than a year 
earlier, he said. February 1978 
sales tax receipts’ were $24 
million above February 1977, 
’ while February 1978 income tax 

“receipts exceded the year- 
earlier level by $14 million. 

While revenues from state 
sources grew by $258 million, 
general funds receipts from 
federal sources for. the first 
eight months of fiscal 1978 were 
-$1 ‘million higher than com- 
parable receipts for fiscal 1977.

In the wake of Prime Minister 
Begin’s ‘grim meetings with 
President Carter last week, 
U.S.-Israeli relations fell. to 
their lowest point since direct 
negotiations between Israel and 
Egypt began last fall 

: By purposely painting the 
gloomiest possible picture of the 
€arter-Begin talks, and- by 
implying that Israel would be 
better led by another prime 
minister, the Administration 
has tilted dangerously toward 
the Arab position. 

| Despite reports of dissent 
from within his own coalition 
fegarding some of Israel’s 
negotiating positions, Begin 
won the unanimous  en- 
dorsement of his Cabinet for the 
conduct of his talks in 
Washington. 
{If Begin is to fall from power 
Jor positions unacceptable to a 
smajority of Israelis, it will have 
to occur as a result of the 
lemocratic process in Israel. 
jis Cabinet victory probably 
Was. at least partially at- 
tributable to resentment of 
perceived American arm 
Jwisting 

« Just as Israelis tend to rally 
behind their leaders in the face 
f U.S. pressure, the tendency 
among Arabs is to become less 
tonciliatory when Washington 
jeans on Jerusalem — on the 
assumption that the United 
States will do the Arabs’, work 
lor them. 
{ The Carter Administration's 
predetermined tough line 
against Begin is the lastest in a 
$tring of misguided American 
moves in the Middle East. Two 
of the more recent mistakes 
have involved UN Resolution 
342 and the sale of F-15 fighter 
planes to Saudi Arabia. 


The differences of in- 


terpretation of Resolution 242 
have been clear for a long time, 
The Arab nations have 
uniformly asserted that the 
resolution calls for Israeli with- 
drawal from “‘all” of the 
territories occupied by Israel in 
1967. 

The Israeli interpretation has 
been that the resolution 
requires withdrawal from 
“some” of the territories. The 
U.S. interpretation has been 
that withdrawal from “mast” of 
the territories is required. 


‘The United States has fever’ 


agreed totally with either the 
Arab or the Israeli in- 
terpretation. But it is only the 
Israeli interpretation that is 
now labelled an obstacle to 
peace that must be revised even 
before negotiations begin. 

Begin has indeed retreated 
somewhat from previous Israeli 
governments in interpreting 
Resolution 242 by saying it does 
not necessarily reqhire any 
withdrawal from the West Bank 
and Gaza 

But it does not follow, as the 
Administration asserts, that he 
has categorically ruled out any 
Israeli withdrawal from those 
areas. 

What Begin is ruling out is a 
commitment by Israel in ad- 
vance of negotiations. He says 
“everything is negotiable’ and 
has told the Arabs that Israel 
will consider any proposal they 
may make. 

What the -Arabs and the 
United States forget is that 
Resolution 338 calls for im- 
mediate negotiations. 

It did not envision either side 
+ or the United States — put- 
ting forward preconditions to 
those negotiations. 

For the Administration to 
complain about Begin’s retreat 
from the commitments of 
previous Israeli governments is 


hypocritical. The Carter 
Administration has violated the 
letter and the spirit of com- 
mitments to Israel made by the 
Ford Administration. 

In September 1975, the United 
States promised to sell F-15's 
and F-16's to Israel. 

When Carter got around to 
fulfilling that promise, he linked 
the sale to Israel to the sale of F- 
15’s to Saudi Arabia and F-5E’s 
to Egypt, saying the sale to 
Israel would go through only if 
Congress approved the Saudi 
and Egyptian sales, too. 

All Begin asked was that the 
overdue commitment to Israel 
be fulfilled without linking it to 
the sale of sophisticated 
weaponry to Israel’s ad- 
versaries. 


The Carter Administration 
has reneged on other arms 
commitments made by the Ford 
Administration 8 Even though 
in their second televised debate 
Carter chided Gerald Ford for 
not doing enough for Israel. 

Almost immediately after 
taking office, Carter cancelled 
the promised sale to Israel of 
concussion bombs, which were 
to be used against hardened 
military sites. 

After slowly coming around to 
support the Sadat-Begin talks, 
the Administration openly tilted 
toward Sadat’s position. — 

When the Egyptian president 
came to Washington last month, 
Carter hailed him as “the 
world’s foremost peacemaker” 
— even though Sadat — not 
Begin — broke off the direct 
peace negotiations. 

What is to be gained from the 
Administration’s one-sided 
approach remains to be seen. 

By accentuating the negative, 
the President has injected even 
greater uncertainty into the 
peace process.

Stallings School built 
in 1926-40-48 


To the Editor: 

Iwas at the meeting March 28 
for the purpose to close 
Stallings School. I want to set 
the records straight. 

Stallings School is not 71 
years old, The first school was 
built in 1906, a one-room frame 
building. This lot was donated 
for school use only, as was 
stated. 

The teacher was paid $25 per 
month. 

In 1926, this building was sold 
for $750 and was moved up the 
road about 200 yards. 


A two-room brick building 
was built for $18,000. 

In 1940, two more fooms were 
added for $12,000; in 1948, the 
gym and two more rooms were 
added for $80,000. 


I was clerk of the board for 
ten years. I signed all the bonds 
for each one — three times 240 
bonds. 

I'signed the contract for the 
first school bus. I also started 
the school lunch project during 
the Second World War years. 


There should be three deeds, 
one for the original lot, one for 
two more lots, and I bought four 


more lots east of the school for 
the school board 

They were $500 per lot, or 
$2,000, for a playground 

As for saving money for 
buses, what do they intend for 
the children to do — walk to 
Mitchell, Nameoki and Lake 
School? 

As for the $30,000 to fix the 
roof and sewer, that does not 
mean very much. They could 
cut out some of the activities 
that are not necessary. 

When the first school opened, 
the teacher got $25 per month 
and taught eight grades. She 
had to build the fire in the old 
pot-bellied stove and had to 
sweep out after school 

When I went to school, we 
learned to read and write and 
add and subtract 

‘The other day, a 15-year-old 
boy asked me how much is three 
times seven. 

T should have told him; ‘Why 
don’t you ask your teachers and 
see if they know?"

Claiming that the presence of 
hunters on woodlands creates 
an “unsafe workplace” for 
employees of a Louisiana 
timber company, a citation 
against the firm by the Baton 
Rouge office of OSHA has 
opened an issue which the 
Nationa] Rifle Association says 
could prove a disastrous threat 
to the nation’s sportsmen. 

The action by _ the 
Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration against 
Olinkraft Inc., a company 
which conducts timber 
operations on 500,000 acres of its 
own and leased lands in 
Louisisana, represents the first 
incursion of OSHA into the 
hunting issue. 

The OSHA move is another 
very clear indication that the 
burarucracy is implementing a 
national policy opposed to 
hunting. 

If allowed to stand, this action 
in Louisiana could have a 
staggering effect on hunters all 
across the the nation. It opens 
the pursuits of the shooting 
sports to all varieties of. 
harassment by the federal 
bureaucracies. 

Most hunting is done on 
private timberlands, on farms, 
and on some federal property — 
where OSHA has authority over 
business and industry. 

Legislation by U.S. Sen. 
James A. McClure, R-Idaho, 


would prohibit OSHA from 
dealing in any way with the 
shooting sports, or from 
implementing a direct or in- 
direct ban on hunting. 

McClure has called the 
Louisiana action “‘a first step 
toward an OSHA-imposed ban 
on hunting.” 

He adds that “every sport- 
sman in’ the nation should be 
deeply concerned over this 
development.” 

The bureaucrats within this 
administration think they can 
open the door to what will 
amount. to prohibitions against 
hunting and harassment of 
landowners who allow and 
encourage hunting. They 
couldn't be more wrong 

This back-door attack on the 
rights and pursuits of sport- 
smen will not go unchallenged. 

The OSHA citation against 
Olinkraft was issued in 
December, reportedly after one 
worker complained that hunting 
presented a possible hazard to 
workers in the timberlands. 

A spokesman for OSHA in the 
Baton Rouge office refused to 
‘comment to NRA, and 
suggested that if information on 
the case is sought, that we use 
the Freedom of Information 
Act, NRA-ILA has filed for 
release of the information.

Richard Sparks of the River 
Research Laboratory ad- 
dressed the Sierra Club 
regarding the environmental 
assessment of the Illinois River 
at the club’s monthly meeting 
Monday night at the First 
Presbyterian Church, 4th and 
Alby streets, Alton. The topic 
was ‘The Future of the Illinois 


and Upper Mississippl Rivers."”, 


The Llinois begins at the 
confluence of the Des Plaines 
and Kankakee — Rivers. 
However, different waterway 
programs have connected the 
Illinois, the Des Plaines, the 
Chicago Sanitary and Ship 
Canal and the Chicago River to 
form the Ilinois Waterway. 

The waterway provides a 
‘navigation channel nine feet 
‘deep and 160 to 300 feet wide, 
connecting the Mississippi 
‘River and Lake Michigan. 
> Navigational locks and dams 
‘along the rivers impound 
waters, called pools, at dif- 


ferent geographic locations, 
such as the Alton, LaGrange, 
Peoria, Starved Rock, Mar- 
seilles and Fresden Pools. 

Sparks regards the Illinois 
River as a lesson in 
mismanagement of a natural 
resource, ‘ 

He hopes that some 
restoration of the Illinois River 
can be achieved and that _ 
Americans can avoid ‘making 
the same mistakes on other 
rivers.” 

Sparks is assistant aquatic 
biologist of the Illinois Natural 
History Survey, Havana, Ill. He 
received his Ph.D. degree in 
1971 from Virginia Polytechnic 
Institute. 

Much of his research has been 
published, including the 
“Environmental Inventory and 
Assessment of Navigation Pools 
24, 25 and 26 of the Upper 
Mississippi and Lower Illinois 
Rivers,”

The objective is for the pilot to 
be able to deliver a more ef- 
fective payload over the crops 
and reduce the number of trips 
needed to cover a field. 

Crop-dusting no longer is a 
fly-by-the-seat-of-your pants 
and hope-for-the-best operation. 
Science is moving in. 

A public perception of crop- 
dusters as the last of the “white 
scarf and goggles" flyers could 
not be farther from the truth, 
according to Roger Winblade, 
NASA’s manager of general 
aviation technology. 

The pilots are still a unique 
breed. 

Not everyone is prepared to 
fy an airplane, heavily laden 
with chemicals, five to 15 feet 
above the ground at speeds of 80 
to 150 miles an hour. 

Crop dusting and spraying 
systems work as well as they do 
largely because the pilots and 
operators are still an innovative 
breed, Winblade believes. 

But advances in technology 
have not kept pace with the 
boom in business. 

There were about 8,500 fixed 
and rotary aircraft -in 
agricultural service in 1976, 
flying 2,500,000 hours over 250 
million acres. 

‘The acreage covered is in- 
creasing about 12 percent a 
year. 

More than $1 billion worth of 
chemicals is dispersed by air 
annually, including two-thirds 
of the pesticides used in this 
country. 

“From our studies, the major 
crops, cotton and rice, could not 
be grown were it not for the 
airplane,” Winblade says 

But it is an expensive 
proposition. The aircraft can 
cost as much as $100,000 apiece, 
and each airplane must turn a 
sufficient profit to support at 
least five people on the ground, 

Although the crop-dusting 
business has given itself a more 
modern, if less romantic, name 
— the ‘‘Aerial applications 
industry” — it is still relying 
largely on 1940s technology. 

One of the problems is that 
aircraft are not designed with 
specific dispersing equipment 
in mind, Winblade said: 

“The dispersal equipment is 
hung on as an afterthought.” 

There has been little scientific 
documentation of the effect of 
the aircraft's wake on 
dispersal, dusting and spraying 
techniques and on the accuracy 
of spraying and dusting 
operations. 

“The question of how evenly 
chemicals can be spread in a 
field has been estimated at plus 
or minus five percent—which I 
don’t believe—or 8 to 100 per- 
cent, and I am not sure I believe 
that either,” Winblade said. 

NASA will focus on testing the 
dispersal systems and aircraft, 
separatly and together, in an 
attempt to reduce .the drift of 
toxic chemicals from target 
areas and provide more 
uniform applications within a 
swath. 

It will use both an Ayres 
Thrush S2R-800, an $80,000 
agricultural monoplane with a 
47-foot wing span, and a 1-10th. 
scale model of the aircraft. 

The scale model will be pulled 
through .NASA’s Vortex 
Research facility and disperse 
polystyrene particules of glass 
beads. Z 


The beads will stick to double- 
sided tape and be counted with a 
microscope~.to measure air- 
borne dispersal and ground 
distribution. 

Distribution will be plotted 


and analyzed to determine 
effects on ground patterns 
caused by aircraft speed, height 
and geometry. 

For liquid sprays, a laser 
spectrometer will be used to 
analyze how the droplets break 
up in the wake as they leave the 
usually wing-mounted nozzles. 

Methods will be developed to 
modify aircraft wakes and 
dispersal systems to get a 
wider, more uniform 
distribution and to reduce drift. 

Then the full-scale aircraft 
and. dispersal systems can be 
studied in a wind tunnel. 

After analysis and 
modifications, flight tests to 
measure performance, stability 
and control will begin this fall. 

The research is expensive. 
This year's program will cost 
about $1 million. 

‘And that is just the first step 
NASA wants to take 

It hopes to be able to get 
appropriations for six to seven 
years of research with other 
aircraft and dispersal systems 
in a program with an estimated 
total price tag of $35 million to 
$37 million.

Poisonous plants

Aspirin, lipstick, aerosol 
sprays and plants’ — most 
parents don’t realize that these 
and other common items 
around the house and yard are 
potential dangers to children. 

Because we think these 
products desirable, we are not 
aware that they can be 
poisonous if consumed or used 
ina manner different from what 
was intended. Plants offer 
particular danger to children. 


More than 500,000 children « 


are treated for the ingestion of 
poisonous substances each 
year. Nearly 12,000 of these 
cases involve plants. 

Seldom is a whole plant 


dangerous. Usually the danger” 


comes from only one or, two of 
the plant's! parts: thé seed, 
leaves, flowers, berries, stems, 
roots, bulbs, bark or fruit, 

For example, eating potato 
leaves can cause sickness 
although the potato itself is a 
staple food. 

Remember that poisonous 
plants, such.as poison ivy, af- 
fect some individuals more 
severely than others. 

Should a child swallow a part 
of a plant, induce vomiting 
immediately unless the victim 
is unconscious or.in con- 
vulsions. 

If you are not sure the 
ingested plant was poisonous, 


induce vomiting, anyway. 
Contact your doctor in either 
case. 

Few deaths have, resulted 
from ingesting poisonous 
plants. No fatalities from either 
the poinsettia or mistletoe 
berry, commonly called the 
“deadly plants,” were reported 
from 1969 to 1974, 

Research is in progress to 
further discover plant parts 
which are poisonous or which 
cause serious effects when 
ingested. 

The dieffenbachia house plant. 
is known to cause death by 
suffocation if the base of the 
tongue swells enough to block 
the passage of air. 

Because of the risk involved, 
children should be warned not 
to touch, chew, eat, or put any 
plant part in their, mouths, 
Teach children how to identify 
common poisonous plants and 
the symptoms of poisoning.

Mass Transit plan outlined 


By WALTER STRANGE

The board of the East-West 
Gateway Coordinating Council 
has tentatively approved a plan 
for improving mass transit in 
the greater St. Louis area, it 
was announced here Thursday 
by Leo Konzen. 

Konzen, Regional Govern- 
ment Issues chairman of the 
Tri-City Area Chamber of 
Commerce, presided at a public 
information meeting held in the 
YMCA, attended by 
representatives of East-West 
Gateway and Bi-State 
Development . Agency 
representatives. 

Al Richter, director of East- 
West Gateway, said, “The plan 


we are concentrating on, called _ 


Composit Two, has been sent to 
the Urban ‘Mass Transit 
Administration in Washington, 
D.C., for further study. We hope 
to have details of the bus portion 
of the plan ready for im- 
plementation by Bi-State by 
June. 

“Bi-State already is working 
on a $170 million, five-year 
improvement plan. Our plan is 
for 10 to perhaps 15 years in the 
future.” 

Composit Plan Two will cost 
at least $512.5 million and will 
produce the best ridership for 
the metropolitan area, It 
utilizes a combination of the Bit 
State transit system, light rail 
and freeway-bus systems, 

Cost figures presented were 
at the current prices of material 
and labor. 

After a detailed explanation of 
several plans that had been 
studied, Dick Brown, a tran- 
sportation consultant for East- 
West Gateway opened the 
meeting to questions. 

Granite City Mayor Paul 
Schuler said, “I can not see 
much change in the service 
Granite City will be receiving. 
There does not seem to be much 
savings of time or advantages 
for this area,” 

Brown noted that there would 
be better service from Granite 
City to the Fenton area. 

Use of Route Three from 
Alton through the Quad-City 
area and then over the 
McKinley Bridge was studied, 
according to Richter, but was 
believed to be too costly due to 
low ridership. 

McKinley Bridge Manager 
Thomas Fields of Venice 
strongly disagreed with Richter 
and pointed out the East-West 
Gateway figures and study was 
prior (1976) to the opening of 
Route Three from Granite City 
through Venice. 

Fields further noted that 
since Illinois Route Three has 
been finished, there has been a

It was noted that here are 30 
bus routes in Illinois and that 
five of these routes account for 
70 percent of the riders. 

Richter said that although the 
bus portion of the new plan will 
be in Bi-State’s hands by June 
for implementation, the plan for 
light rail, described as a 
modern-day street car, will 
require further studies of 
rideaways, environmental 
impact and population 
requirements, 

Richter said, ‘'We have tried 
to be realistic in our studies. 
Only five percent of the trips 
made now by people are by 
mass transit. We just are not an 
intensely developed area like 
Chicago. We are really spread 
out.” 

“What we are tryihg to 
develop is a good, clean, ef- 
ficient transportation system 
with flexibility as an alternative 
to the automobile. What hap- 
pens if our energy sources 
become scarce and gasoline for 
autos becomes costly? We 
would like to have a trnsit 
system ready to handle the 
needs of the area.” 

Richter said that ridership 
would be improved as facilities 
improve. >

rail cars to control traffic lights, 
keeping them at green to cross 
the intersecting streets.

Rhodes’ errors fuel talk 
of Michel as next leader

House Minority Whip Robert 
Michel has drawn a few more 
aces to fill his hand if he opts to 
play big-stakes poker for the top 
House Republican leadership 
post. 

The Peoria Republican, now 
number two in the GOP House 
hierarchy, strengthened his 
position with his vigorous and 
successful opposition to a 
campaign financing bill which 
would have hit Republicans 
where it hurts—in their cam- 
paign war chests. 

House Minority Leader John 
Rhodes, R-Ariz., further 
alienated himself from his 
colleagues by his handling of 
the bill. 

Rank-and file House 
Republicans were infuriated by 
Rhodes’ willingness to make 
concessions to the Democratic 
leadership on what Republicans 
viewed as a ‘'no deal” issue. 

The campaign financing bill 
would have reduced from 
$10,000 to $5,000 the amount 
which a political action com- 
mittee could contribute to a 
Congressional campaign. 

The bill was to be amended on 
the House floor to include public 
financing of House campaigns, 
with taxpayers’ dollars mat: 
ching private contributions. 

But the amendment that hit 
Republicans in the jugular vein 
was one added in committee by 
Rep. Frank Thompson, D-N.J., 
chairman of the House 
Administration committee 
which handled the bill. 

Thompson's amendment 
would have reduced from 
$50,000 to $15,000 the amount 
national and state party 
committees can contribute to’a 
Congressional campaign 

It was viewed as a direct 
assault on the already thin 
ranks of House Republicans, 
since. the GOP national and 
state party committees are 
much more effective at

faithful than their Democratic 
counterparts. 

Republicans have raised $18.5 
million in party funds this year, 
compared to $5.6 million raised 
by. Democrats. 

Rhodes had a near rebellion 
on his hands after he met with 
Democratic leaders and 
reported to his flock that the 
Democrats were prepared to 
raise the party funds ceiling to. 
$40,000 and delay its effective 
date until after the 1978 elec- 
tions, 

‘He found Republicans in no 
mood to deal. 

“This was a 100 percent 
Republican issue," said one 
Congressional | observer. 
“Rhodes tried to make an R- 
rated venture out of an X-rated 
venture with no socially 
redeeming value.” 

Meanwhile, Michel was 
continuing to round up votes 
against the bill, an issue on 
which the GOP generally had 
editorial. support from the 
media and the backing of 
Common Cause. 

Common Cause, a citizens’ 
lobby rarely aligned with the 
GOP, was in the Republican 
corner because it viewed the 
Thompson amendment as an 
attempt to sabotage public 
financing of Congressional 
campaigns. 

Thompson offered to with- 
draw his amendment, but the 
damage was done. Before 
adjourning for the Easter 
recess, the House voted 209 to 
198 against considering the bill. 
All 147 Republicans, in a rare 
display of unity, voted against 


his is not the first time 
Rhodes has shown himself to be 
out of tune with fellow 
Republicans. 

But it may be his.most serious 
gaffe since early last year, 
when he, backed President 
Carter's ‘election-day voter 
registration plan—-and stuck to 
that position for months—while 
most other Republicans were 
vehemently attacking it as a 
scheme to drive the GOP out of 
existence. 

The big question now is: 
Will Michel challenge Rhodes 
when the Republicans meet in 
December to elect leadership 
after the November General 
elections?

In October, Michel said he 
was not entertaining any plans 
to depose Rhodes and was 
content to be the minority party 
Senate whip for another term or 
two. 

Michel is, above all else, a 
team player. But when he 
returns from his current trip to 
China, there may be even more 
urgings from his teammates 
that he take over as coach. 

There are at least two sets of 
circumstances that could 
overcome Michel's reluctance 
to take on Rhodes in a head-to- 
head fight for the leadership. 

If it appears someone else is 
going to tackle Rhodes and has 
a good chance of winning, 
Michel might well decide he is 
better equipped to be Rhodes’ 
successor. 

‘And there are other potential 
contenders in the wings, in- 
cluding Reps. Guy Vander Jagt 
of Michigan, National 
Republican Congressional 
Committee chairman; John B. 
Anderson of Rockford, third- 
ranking House Republican as 
the GOP Conference chairman; 
and Philip Crane of Mount 
Prospect, chairman of the 
American Conservative Union. 

All three — and there un- 
doubtedly are others — have the 
stature to mount a serious 
challenge if they decide Rhodes 
is vulnerable. 

Michel also might decide to 
shoot for the top spot if he 
becomes convinced Rhodes’ 
leadership has eroded to the 
point. where Republicans 
already outnumbered two to one 
— cannot function as an ef- 
fective minority. 

The one certainty is that 
Rhodes’ handling of the cam- 
paign finance situation will fuel 
the efforts to enlist a challenger 
by those already convinced 
privately that the Arizonan 
should be dumped.

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Product liability 
-‘balance’ sought 
by state group 


A new Illinois Manufacturer’s 
Association booklet — “'The 
Product Liability Problem in 
Illinois; Needed, Legislation to 
Restore Balance” — discusses 
the current product liability 
case law in Illinois. 

This judge-made law has 
imposed “revolutionary” — to 
quote one judge — burdens on 
manufacturers and sellers of 
products, the IMA contends. 

The courts of Illinois and 
those of most other states have 
adopted a ‘‘strict liability’ 
theory of product liability. This 
is said to make the manufac- 
turer and seller of a product 
liable if the product had a defect 
which made it ‘unreasonably 
dangerous"’ to the customer. 

Liability is applicable even if 
it is theoretically or practically 
impossible to detect or remove 
the defect at the time the 
product was manufactured, the 
IMA asserts. 

Legal decisions described in 
the booklet are said to be 
moving the already costly 
doctrine of strict liability 
toward one of absolute liability 
‘on the part of the manufacturer 
and seller: 

—lllinois Courts have refused 
to define . ‘‘defect’’ or 
“unreasonably dangerous.” 
Furthermore, existence of a 
defect does not have to be 
proved (Tweedy vs. Wright 
Ford Sales, Inc.). 

—The negligence of the user 
or customer is not a bar to 
recovery against the 
manufacturer. 

—The fact that the 
manufacturer has changed the 
product can be used ina trial as 
evidence that the original 
product was not as safe as it 
could have been, 

—Manufacturers and sellers 
have been held liable for failure 
to warn, even though hazards 
were obvious. For example, 
warning labels are now ap- 
pearing on hammers, ladders 
and sporting equipment. 

“Results of these ominous 
trends include more suits, 
easier verdicts, big judgments 
($5 million in 1976 against a 
Chicago football helmet 
manufacturer, $128 million in 
1977 against Ford Motor 
Company, for examples), high 
legal costs, far higher insurance 
premiums, some products 
driven off the market, and 
closure or merger of small 
companies,” an IRA 
spokesman says. 

Recommendations to deal 
with such problems are 

— discussed in the brochure.

‘An archeological field school 
for nonprofessional —_ar- 
cheologists will be sponsored by 
the Cahokia Mounds Museum 
Society during the summer of, 
1978. 

Purpose of the excavations 
will be to uncover traces of the 
stockade wall which once 
surrounded central portions of 
the prehistoric ‘‘city.”
